I'd be very interested in hearing from anybody who has experienced 
key clicks on the QRP Classic. I had to modify the T/R timing on my rig 
to establish proper sequencing, because the "key line" was switching the 
vfo frequency back to receive mode during the tail end of every character. 
I returned the newly built rig to OHR prior to making this mod, and it is 
interesting to note that Dave reported that there were absolutely NO 
clicks present that he could detect. 

When I got the rig back, I immediately heard the clicks BIGTIME. 
My dual trace scope showed obvious timing problems, which were resolved 
with 3 component changes. Keying is now smooth and clickless. OHR says 
my problem with clicks was the first he's heard about. How about it gang?? 

The Classic is now a joy to use. The receiver is extremely 
selective and sensitive, running circles around my R4-C. My only beef 
with the rig is its hoggish current demand. I installed a CMOS Super 
Keyer II in the rig, which makes it a formidable contest machine. 

One other question -- Has anybody tried adding additional bands to 
their Classic?

Chuch Adams reported that he just finished his Explorer for 40. I just 
finished one for 20. I have a similar opinion about the quality of the kit 
and the instructions. While they are not perfect (I had 220 pf caps 
substituted for 180pf without warning; and there were some blue caps 
substituted for yellows although the instructions are given by color. An 


experience builder will have no problems at all. This one worked off the 
bat with no trouble shooting. I attribute this to the quality of the board 
and components, since most of my projects end in troubleshooting. 

I was promised by the proprietor of OHR that the rig fits the ARCII 
definitions of homebrew. If it does, it is as close to the edge as anyone 
can make it. I know it is silly, but the easier the kit, the less it is 
homebrew. I am still waiting for a 40m NN1G from Dan's and will report. 
Meanwhile, is the OHR inside or outside the Homebrew rules????? 

Finally, I don't like that the Explorer doesn't have enough audio 
for a little speaker.

Subject: OHR Explorer Manual Errors 


Gang, 


Here are some of the errors that I found in the Oak Hills 
Explorer Assembly and Alignment Manual for 40M and some 
will apply to the 80M version as well. None are serious, 
but these will save you some time in looking for something 
that doesn't exist or is really a different part. Early in 
the game of Ham Radio you have got to read schematics and 
read them fairly well. It will make life easier. I never 
build anything without the schematic. 


I also never work on anything without the schematic. 


1. Page 4 Step 3 calls for 6.8uH (where u is mu symbol). 
Thus 6.8 micro-henries. Should be a 10uH choke (brn-blk-blk). 


2. Page 5 Step 7 and 10. C46 is 1000pF (102) and should 
be deleted from step 7 and added to step 10, where a 
step is counted for each ( ) combination on the right 
hand side (RHS). 


3. Page 7. Coils were not included in separate package. 
L1, L2, and L3 were all in the same bag. 


4. Page 11 Step 4. "Place a gentle loop ...". Well, actually 
you don't loop the wire, you just put a gentle bend in it to 
get it from the board to the cap (what I'd call a horseshoe 
or U shape, not a right angle bend). 


5. Page 12 Step 2. Figure 5 not figure 4. 


6. Page 14 Step 5. THIS IS IMPORTANT. Reverse L12 and C58, i.e. 
adjust 4MHz using C58 and 3.9MHz using L12. It's just the 
opposite of what is in the book. I talked to Dick about this 
and he confirmed this. I redid mine and it is now perfect and 
not off by hundreds of cycles, which wasn't a big problem in 
the first place but it should have been exact and now it is. 
This is on the 40M and 80M versions only. 


7. Page 15 Step 1. At first you may not hear a signal. Don't 
panic, C39 may be too far off. Adjust it and tune around 
to see if you can find something to start peaking the coils. 


I hope this doesn't take up too much bandwidth, but with the 
number of Explorer owners on this group now, they and the new 
ones on order can benefit and that's what we're here for.

All, 


well it is rainy and cold so decided to take some time and enjoy 
ham radio again. I had built a very small and light 30 meter 
dipole after reading a QST article a while back. The coax is 
almost as small as RG174 (or whatever the # is) I have no idea 
what the impedence is, but got it for free and decided to try it. 


I was considering cutting it down for 20 meters for an upcoming 
trip. since it is rainy .. couldn't string it up outside. I 
decided to try it in the house. took one end and put it up in the 
shack.. about 6 feet off the ground and help by push pin. Took the 
other end and went out the shack room and into the hall till I 
reached the end of the wire and put in another push pin. Put one 
on the center connector which is a 4" or so plexiglass square that 
also serves to hold the wire when I wind it around it and packs to 
a very tiny size. Well took about 3 minutes to put up the antenna. 


Decided to test out an idea before cutting down the wire. HOoked 
it to the tuner and tuned 40 using my MFJ analyzer. it tuned. 
Tried it on 20.. it also tuned. 


Well being bored and liking to try something new.. hooked the 
antenna tuner to my OH Classic. Listened around and heard Tom, 
WG4F in Alabama. Answered his call.. he said QRZ.. I tuned him in 
a little better and he came back to me. we talked for about 10 
minutes or so.. then he said band was bad and he was going 

QRT. Well using a 30 metere dipole on 40 meters with tuner.. 
inside the house on a bad day.. really didn't expect to get out.. 
but no problem..guess I should have read all those QRP books so I 
would have realized what I did just isn't possible.. after all qRP 
only works with antennas with high gain and only under special 
conditions HI HI. 


Well hooked up the HW9 and went to 30 meters. Found Dick, W3DP in 
Harrisburgh, PA calling CQ.. got him first call. He was 569 and 
reported I was also. After I gave him my station parts he came 
back and said he also works QRP and descriped his Ten Tec gear. 
WE11 that was it.. don't get me started on Ten Tec.. we had over 
an hour QSO. Perfect copy.. not bad for 4 watts and wire up 
temporarily at 5 feet in the house. 


I just hooked up my 20 m MFIJ/SSB and will next try a SSB QSO on 
it. 


Please don't let anyone know that you can do this with practically 
no equipment.. don't want the antenna people and amplifier people 
tracking me down :)
